leaving the provisional command of the army to 
Marshal Vaillant. 

The London Times claims that England brought 
about this armistice. Other authorities give the 
credit to Prussia. 

A Verona telegram says, the armistice was con- 
cluded only after repeated requests from the 
French, and niter Austria had obtained all she 
had asked for. 

It was reported that Kossuth was to prepare a 
monarchial government for Hungary. 

The following is a copy of the telegraph from 
Napoleon to the Empress Eugenie, announcing 
that peace had been declared. 

Vallegio, Julv 1 1 — A treaty of peace has been 
signed bet ween the Emperor of Austria nnd my- 
self, on the following basis: 

The Italian Confederacy is to be under the 
honorary Presidency of the Pope. The Emperor 
of Austria concedes his rights in Lombardy to 
the Emperor of the French, who transfers them 
to the King of Sardinia. 

The Emperor of Austria preserves Venice, but 
she will form an integral part of the Italian Con- 
federation. [Signed] NAPOLEON.

They I 
remember how the Fir-t Napoleon kept that !

sent* the principle, the cause, and the defeat,” 
pursuing his idee s Xupoleoniennes on the plains 
of Lombardy.
